Car bomb kills elusive leader 
seen as terror mastermind 

DAMASCUS, SYRIA I One of the world’s 
most wanted and elusive terrorists, Imad 
Mughniyeh, was killed in a car bombing in 
Syria nearly 15 years after dropping from sight. 
The onetime Hezbollah security chief was the 
suspected mastermind of 
attacks that killed hundreds 
of Americans in Lebanon 
and of the brutal kidnap- 
pings of Westerners. 

The Lebanese Shiite mil- 
itant group Hezbollah and 
its top ally, Iran, blamed 
Israel on Wednesday for 
the assassination. Israel 
denied any role. 

Mughniyeh was also on the FBI’s list of 
most wanted terrorists, and the U.S. State 
Department had offered a $5 million reward 
for information leading to his arrest or convic- 
tion. He was indicted in the U.S. for his role in 
planning the 1985 hijacking of a TWA airliner 
in which a U.S. Navy diver was killed. 

The hijacking was the only attack on 
Americans for which Mughniyeh was 
charged, but he carried out or directed a 
series of terrorist spectaculars aimed at the 
United States and Jewish targets. 

Mughniyeh, a Shiite Muslim not known to 
be connected to the Sunni al-Qaeda or Taliban, 
harkened back to an earlier era of terror. A 
secretive, underground operator whose name 
was not even known for years, he was one of 
the first to turn Islamic militancy’s weapons 
against the United States in the 1980s. (ap)

Rebate Checks on the Way 


President signs bill 
to give $300 to $1,200 
to most U.S. taxpayers 

WASHINGTON | The checks aren’t in 
the mail, but they will be soon. 

President Bush signed legislation 
Wednesday to rush rebates ranging 
from $300 to $1,200 to millions of 
people, the centerpiece of govern- 
ment efforts to brace the wobbly 
economy. First, though, you must 
file your 2007 tax return. 

More than 130 million people are 
expected to get the rebates, starting 
around May. Congress, Bush, the 
Federal Reserve and Wall Street are 
hoping people will spend the money 
and boost the economy.

Who gets a rebate? Most peo- 
ple who pay taxes or earn at least 
$3,000, including through Social 
Security or veterans’ disability 
benefits. Singles making more 
than $75,000 and couples with 


income topping $150,000, how- 
ever, will get smaller checks, up 
to the top limits for any rebate: 
incomes of $87,000 for individu- 
als and $174,000 for couples. 

Most taxpayers will receive a 
check of up to $600 for individu- 
als and $1,200 for couples, with an 
additional $300 for each child. 

People earning too little to 
pay taxes but at least $3,000 — 
including elderly people whose 
only income is from Social Secu- 
rity and veterans who live on dis- 
ability payments — will get $300 
if single, or $600 if a couple.

— by mail or by direct deposit — 
through the late spring and the

Fossil Solves Question of Bat Radar 


NEWYORKIA fossil found in Wyo- 
ming has apparently resolved a 
long-standing question about when 
bats gained their radar-like abili- 
ty to navigate and locate airborne 
insects at night. The answer: after 
they started flying. 


The discovery revealed the most 
primitive bat known, from a pre- 
viously unrecognized species that 
lived some 25.5 million years ago. 

Its skeleton shows it could fly, 
but that it lacked a series of bony 
features associated with “echoloca- 


tion,”the ability to emit high-pitched 
sounds and then hear them bounce 
back from objects and prey. 

Until now, all the early known 
fossil bats showed evidence of 
both flying and echolocating, so 
they couldn’t reveal which ability 
came first, said researcher Nancy

Scientists Get a Spark From Fabric 


Hi-tech fibers are 
capable of producing 
electricity when worn 

B 0 S TO N I Someday, your shirt might 
be able to power your iPod — just 
by doing the normal stuff expect- 
ed of a shirt. 

Scientists have developed away 
to generate electricity by jostling 
fabric with unbelievably tiny wires 
woven inside, raising the prospect 
of textiles that produce power sim- 
ply by being stretched, rustled or 
ruffled by a breeze. 

The research, described in 
Thursday’s edition of the journal 
Nature, combines the precision of 
ultra- small nanotechnology with 
the elegant principle known as the 
piezoelectric effect, in which elec- 
tricity is generated when pressure 
is applied to certain materials. 

For the research described in 
Nature, Zhong Lin Wang and col- 
leagues at the Georgia Institute 
of Technology covered individual 
fibers of fabric with nanowires 



Zhong Lin Wang, top, holds a microfiber nanogenerator made of a pair of entan- 
gled fibers. When rubbed together, bottom, they generate an electrical current. 


made of zinc oxide. 

Alternating fibers are coated 
with gold. As one strand of the fab- 
ric is stretched against another, the 
nanowires on one fiber rub against 
the gold- coated ones on the other, 
like the teeth of two bottle brushes. 
The resulting tension and pressure 
generates a piezoelectric charge that 
is captured by the gold and can be 
fed into a circuit. 

The allure of the idea is that it 
doesn’t take unusual movement to 
generate usable electricity. Pretty 
much anything someone does while 
wearing a piezoelectric shirt would 
be productive. 

“The beauty of this work is that 
if you have wind, or you have sonic 
waves, or you have vibrations, that 
works for you,” Wang said. 

Wang has coaxed the wires to 
grow around strands of yarn in a few 
square millimeters of fabric but has 
not made sizable pieces yet. But he 
estimates that one square meter of 
nanowire-infused fabric would pro- 
duce enough to recharge portable 
music players, brian bergstein (ap)

Mughniyeh allegedly 
played role in terror 
attaeks, kidnappings 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I The accusations 
against Imad Mughniyeh, one of 
the world’s most wanted terrorists, 
read like a laundry list of the 1980s’ 
most vicious bombings, kidnappings 
and hijackings. 

Mughniyeh, who was killed Tues- 
day in car bomb in the Syrian capi- 
tal of Damascus, is accused of mas- 
terminding the 1983 bombings of 


the U.S. Embassy and Marine bar- 
racks in Beirut, the 1985 hijackings 
of a TWA airliner and two Kuwaiti 
jets, and the kidnappings of West- 
erners, including journalist Terry 
Anderson. 

And he allegedly did all this 
before he turned 30. 

Mughniyeh ’s young years were 
shaped by Israeli forces regularly 
fighting Palestinian guerillas. As a 
teenager, the high- school dropout 
joined Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization guerillas in Lebanon. 

When Israel invaded Lebanon

in 1982, Mughniyeh joined the 
newly formed Shiite Muslim mili- 
tant group Hezbollah and climbed 
the ranks under the wing of the 
group’s “spiritual guide,” Shiite cleric 
Mohammed Hussein Fadlallah. 

He became Hezbollah’s securi- 
ty officer and is believed to be the 
brains behind the Islamic Jihad, 
or Islamic Holy War, Hezbollah’s 
strike arm. 

Later, Mughniyeh disappeared 
but continued to evade authorities. 
He is reported to have cut relations 
with his family, bassem mroue (ap)

New law sets Oct. 1 
provincial vote that 
could aid Sunni voice 

BAGHDAD I Parliament cleared the 
way Wednesday for provincial 
elections this year that could give 
Sunnis a stronger voice and usher 
in vast changes to Iraq’s power 
structure. 

The new law — which set the 
vote for Oct. 1 — is one of the most 
sweeping reforms pushed by the 
Bush administration and signals 
that Iraq’s politicians finally, if 
grudgingly, maybe ready for small 
steps toward reconciliation. 

Passage of benchmark reforms 
on healing the country’s sectarian 
and ethnic rifts — along with a 
reduction in violence — were the 
primary goals of the 30,000 -strong 
U.S. troop increase that President 
Bush ordered early last year. 

Violence has dropped signifi- 
cantly, but political progress lan- 
guished until the logjam broke 
Wednesday by the narrowest of 
margins. 

The outcome of the October 
elections is likely to reshape Iraq’s 
political map. Sunnis, who sat out 
the 2005 elections, could claim a 
much stronger role in Iraqi politi- 
cal affairs. STEVEN R. HURST (AP)

Georgian’s 
Death Is 
Examined 

Billionaire opposition 
leader Patarkatsishvili 
found dead at home 

LONDON I The richest man in the 
former Soviet state of Georgia 
was found dead in his mansion 
near London less than two months 
after claiming he was the target of 
an assassination plot for helping 
lead a protest movement against 
his homeland’s government. 

British police said Wednesday a 
major crimes unit was investigating 
the death late Tuesday of 52 -year-old 
billionaire Badri Patarkatsishvili, 
which they were treating as suspi- 
cious pending an autopsy. 

Patarkatsishvili built his fortune 
in Russia after the break-up of the 
Soviet Union through a partnership 
with Boris Berezovsky — another 
self- exile who is one of Russian 
President Vladimir Putin’s foes. 

Patarkatsishvili ’s death drew 
comparisons to the 2006 radiation 
poisoning in London of ex-Russian 
security agent Alexander Litvinen- 
ko. Moscow’s refusal to hand over 
the primary suspect, Andrei Lugo- 
voi, has strained relations between 
Britain and Russia. 

Police found no trace of radiation 
at the Georgian’s mansion, Britain’s 
Press Association reported. 

Patarkatsishvili ran for president 
in Georgia’s election last month, fin- 
ishing third.

Maryland public schools had the 
second-highest percentage of 
graduating seniors who passed 
Advanced Placement tests last 
year, and Virginia’s had the third- 
highest, College Board officials dis- 
closed Wednesday. Maryland also 
had the second-best gains on that 
measure of college readiness. 

Nationally, a record 15.2 percent 
of public school students in the class 
of 2007 had received a passing grade 
of 3 or higher on a college -level AP 
test, up from 11.7 percent for the class 
of 2002. New York had the highest 
rate of 2007 graduates. 

In Maryland, 22.4 percent of 
seniors last year had passing scores, 
up from 16.4 percent in 2002, and 
the rate in Virginia rose to 21.5 per- 
cent, from 16.9 percent in 2002. In 
the District, 8.1 percent had a passing 
score, the same as five years before.

Metro Plans Makeover of Bus Line 


Shorter routes, express 
trips proposed for the 
heavily used 30s line 

Metro is planning to improve bus 
service on its highest ridership line, 
which carries 20,000 daily riders 
along the major east-west route in 
the District, by making some long 
routes shorter and adding two new 
rush-hour express services that offi- 
cials say will mean shorter com- 
mutes for thousands of riders. 

The transit agency also is plan- 
ning to add a new limited- stop bus 
route next month to run between 


CHANGE IN ROUTES

the Southern Avenue Metro station 
in Prince George’s County and the 
new National Harbor resort and 
convention center. And the agen- 
cy wants to add new evening and 
weekend service to its Navy Yard 
shuttle to help ferry fans to the new 
baseball stadium. 

Metro board committees are 
scheduled to take action on the 
bus service plans Thursday. 

The biggest changes involve 
Metro’s most popular and oldest 
line, the 30s line, which consists 
of five routes that run primarily 
along Pennsylvania Avenue from 
the Naylor Road and Southern 


Avenue Metrorail stations to the 
Foggy Bottom area and along Wis- 
consin Avenue from Georgetown to 
Friendship Heights. 

Currently, the buses travel 
along a 14 -mile -long route and 
pass through more than 130 traf- 
fic lights. Riders complain that the 
routes are too long and too crowd- 
ed, and that there are too many 
delays. Bunching, when several 
buses arrive in quick succession, 
also is a problem. 

If the board gives final approv- 
al, the changes would be put into 
effect in early summer, officials said.

Thousands lose power

Obama Win 
Puts Va. in 
Play in Nov. 

Landslide primary 
victory may hint at a 
shift from red to blue 

RICHMOND, VA. I Barack Obama 
didn’t just win the Democratic 
primary in Virginia on Tuesday; he 
shattered political assumptions that 
have buttressed a 40 -year run of 
Republican dominance in the state’s 
presidential elections. 

In every region, the number of 
Democrats who voted was about 
double the Republican turnout. 
The 623,141 votes for Obama were 
28 percent greater than the 487,646 
ballots cast for all six candidates on 
the GOP ballot combined. “There’s 
only one piece of good news ... for the 
Republicans: it’s only February,” said 
Larry Sabato, a political science pro- 
fessor at the University of Virginia. 

The last Democrat to win a presi- 
dential race in Virginia was Lyndon 
Johnson in 1964. Since then. Demo- 
crats have considered it Republican. 
But Virginiahas grown by about 1 mil- 
lion since the 2000 presidential elec- 
tion, mostly in Northern Virginia.

Sprint HQ Headed to Kan. 


Wireless company 
will move top office 
from Reston location 

KANSAS CITY, MO. I Sprint Nex- 
tel Corp., the nation’s third-larg- 
est wireless carrier, said Wednes- 
day it plans to move its corporate 
headquarters back to Overland 
Park, Kan. 

Dan Hesse, the company’s chief 
executive officer, said in a release 
that the company will move only a 
small number of senior executives 
from its current headquarters in 


Reston, Va., and will keep a “sig- 
nificant employee presence” in the 
Washington, D.C., suburb, where it 
employs about 4,400. 

Sprint moved to Reston in 
2005, after buying Reston-based 
Nextel Communications Inc. But 
it kept the bulk of its operations at 
its sprawling campus in the Kan- 
sas City, Mo., suburb, where it has 
13,300 workers. 

Since that time, the wireless 
provider has struggled and fallen 
far behind rivals AT&T and Ver- 
izon Wireless for attracting and 
retaining subscribers. 


Hesse was hired in December to 
turn the company around. He has 
since announced that the company 
will lay off 4,000 employees and 
close 125 retail locations. 

Sprint spokesman James Fisher 
said the company hasn’t determined 
when the move will take place and 
likely will wait until Hesse has com- 
pleted an internal review of the 
company’s operations. 

“We think that having all senior 
management in one place close to 
operations is a good solution to a 
lot of the issues we face today,” he

Although News Corp. Chairman 
Rupert Murdoch unequivocally said 
during a conference call last week 
that his New York-based company 
isn’t interested in an outright acqui- 
sition of Yahoo, he didn’t rule out 
the possibility of a deal involving 
MySpace. 

When asked whether he might 
renew the previous discussions with 
Yahoo about a MySpace alliance, 
Murdoch said: “I think that day has 
passed, but you never know.” (ap)

Clemens Denies Drug Use Under Oath 



In front of a House 
committee, his former 
trainer contradicts him 

BASEBALL I Under oath and some- 
times blistering questioning, Roger 
Clemens stuck to his story Wednes- 
day. So did his chief accuser and 
former personal trainer, Brian 
McNamee. 

And after a 414-hour hearing. 
Congress settled for a draw in the 
he -said, he -said between the two 
men over whether the seven-time 
Cy Young Award winner used per- 
formance-enhancing drugs. Ulti- 
mately, the matter maybe referred 
to the Justice Department for a res- 
olution — and, possibly, criminal 
charges. 

“I haven’t reached any conclu- 
sions at this point,” said California 
Democrat Henry Waxman, chair- 
man of the House Oversight and 
Government Reform Committee. 

But, as ranking Republican Tom 
Davis of Virginia, put it: “Both can’t 
be telling the truth.” 

Clemens and McNamee, once 
employer and employee, and by 
all accounts once friends, sat at 
the same witness table and rarely, 
if ever, looked at the other. 

“I have helped taint our nation- 
al pastime,” McNamee told the 


committee. 

At times, Clemens struggled 
to find the right words as he was 
pressed by lawmakers about McNa- 
mee’s allegations — told to feder- 
al prosecutors and then baseball 


investigator George Mitchell — 
that he injected the pitcher with 
steroids and human growth hor- 
mone from 1998 to 2001. Clemens 
also was asked about new accounts 
of drug use made against him by 


former teammate and pal Andy 
Pettitte. 

“If I am guilty of anything, it is of 
being too trusting of others, want- 
ing to see the best in everyone, and 
being nice to everyone,” said Clem- 
ens. “Let me be clear, I have never 
taken steroids or human growth 
hormone.” RONALD blum (ap)

NBA I Jason Kidd appears headed 
back to where his career began, 
rejoining the Mavericks in the latest 
Western Conference megatrade. 

Kidd is the centerpiece of a pro- 
posed deal between the Mavericks 
and New Jersey. Various media 
reports say Dallas will send emerg- 
ing point guard Devin Harris, vet- 
eran Jerry Stackhouse and reserves 
DeSagana Diop, Devean George and 
Maurice Ager to the Nets (23-29), 
with forward Malik Allen going from 
New Jersey to the Mavericks. 

The details still were being 
worked out, but Stackhouse said 
his agent told him the trade would 
be completed. 

“Now, I think it’s pretty much 
a done deal,” Stackhouse told The 
Associated Press. 

Stackhouse added that he maybe 
able to rejoin Dallas (34-17) with- 
in 30 days, an indication the Nets 
would buy out his contract. 

“I feel great. I get 30 days to rest, 
then I’ll be right back,” he said.

Report: Sampson 
Violated Rules 


NCAA says coach 
did not comply with 
Indiana’s restrictions 

COLLEGE HOOPS I Indiana coach 
Kelvin Sampson and his staff vio- 
lated telephone recruiting restric- 
tions imposed because of his pre- 
vious violations at Oklahoma, then 
lied about it to the school and NCAA 
investigators, according to an NCAA 
report released Wednesday. 

The report sent to the universi- 
ty Friday accuses Sampson of five 
major violations, including the alle- 
gation of providing “false or mis- 
leading information” to university 
officials and NCAA enforcement 
staff. The school contended in its 
initial report that all violations were 
secondary infractions. 

But the NCAA accused Sampson 
of failing “to deport himself... with 
the generally recognized high stan- 
dard of honesty” and failing to pro- 
mote an atmosphere of compliance 


within the men’s basketball program, 
categorized as m^or infractions. Ath- 
letic director Rick Greenspan prom- 
ised the university would cooperate 
with all NCAA requests. 

‘We are extremely disappointed in 
these new allegations regarding coach 
Sampson,” Greenspan said in a state- 
ment. “To say the least, we view these 
allegations with grave concern.” 

Indiana has until May 8 to 
provide a written response to the 
report. The report says Indiana offi- 
cials will be required to appear June 
14 in Seattle at a hearing before the 
Division I infractions committee. 

The report comes more than 
three months after the university 
announced an internal investiga- 
tion found Sampson made more 
than 100 impermissible phone calls 
while still on NCAA probation for 
similar infractions at Oklahoma. 
Indiana has imposed sanctions on 
Sampson — forfeiting a $500,000 
pay raise and one scholarship next 
season, michael marot (ap)

On the eve of Daytona, 
everyone prepares to 
chase Hendrick again 

AUTO RACING I When Tony Stewart 
checked his rearview mirror in the 
final laps of the Budweiser Shoot- 
out last weekend, he knew he was 
in trouble. 

The Hendrick Motorsports 
cars were lined up and ready to 
take charge. And they did. 

Unfortunately for Stewart and 
all the other Sprint Cup teams, it 
may have been a sign of things to 
come for the NASCAR season. 

“They’ve definitely picked up 
where they left off,” said Stewart, the 
top driver at Joe Gibbs Racing. 

Now it’s up to everyone else to 
catch up — a daunting task consid- 
ering Hendrick’s four- car team has 
become arguably the most domi- 
nant in NASCAR history. 

Hendrick boasts two-time 
defending series champion Jimmie 
Johnson and four-time series champ 
Jeff Gordon. Throw in Casey Mears 
and Dale Earnhardt Jr., and team 
owner Rick Hendrick’s talent pool 
is starting to draw comparisons to 
some of the most recognized dynas- 
ties in professional sports history. 


Few would mention Hendrick 
in the same breath as the 1960s 
Boston Celtics, the 1970s Pitts- 
burgh Steelers or — gasp! — the 
New York Yankees.

Not surprisingly, no one in the

Still, they realize the challenge 
in front of them. 

“You go home in the winter and 
you try to get better, but they get 
better, too,” veteran driver Kyle 
Petty said. “It’s tough to catch up

No iPods yet — 
and those clunky cellphones! Kurt 
Cobain was still alive and Bill Clin- 
ton hadn’t even met Monica Lewin- 
sky, much less had sexual relations 
with that woman. 

Thankfully, writer- director 
Adam Brooks doesn’t wallow too 
obnoxiously in the not- so -distant 
kitsch with “Definitely, Maybe,” a 
surprisingly clever romantic com- 
edy that starts brightly but unfortu- 
nately loses its spark at the end. He 
mainly uses the period to establish 
the story of Ryan Reynolds’ Will, 
a disillusioned New York ad man 
who’s just been served divorce 
papers when the movie opens. 

That afternoon, he picks up 
his 10 -year- old daughter, Maya 
(the always adorable Abigail Bre- 
slin), from school and is horrified

loudly and often.) 

And so Will reluctantly tells her 
of his romantic past as a bedtime 
story, changing the names so that 


she (and we) won’t know which 
girlfriend became her mother 
until the end. There’s Emily (Eliz- 
abeth Banks), his wholesome col- 
lege sweetheart from Wisconsin; 
April (Isla Fisher), a flighty but 
quick-witted aide he meets while 
working on Clinton’s presidential 
campaign; and the sophisticated 
writer Summer (Rachel Weisz), 
who’s out of his league. 

Brooks, who previously co-wrote 
the flat sequel “Bridget Jones: The 
Edge of Reason” and the reasonably 
pleasing “Wimbledon,” jumps back 
and forth between Will’s recollec- 
tions of his various interludes and 
his present-day attempts to keep 
them clean for his daughter, who 
chimes in with sweet and frequently 
smart-alecky commentary. 

His characters are distinctly 
drawn, with each woman believ- 
ably shaping Will into the man he 
becomes. And Reynolds, who is 
in every scene, continues to move 
beyond such raunchy comedies as 
“Van Wilder” to establish himself as 
a viable leading man, with terrific 
looks and even better comic tim- 
ing. He has especially great chem- 
istry with the effervescent Fisher. 
As close friends who clearly long 
to be more, they make “Definite- 
ly, Maybe” feel like a throwback 
to the classics of the genre.

FILM I “The Spiderwick Chronicles” 
may not be in the same fantasy 
league as the tales of J.R.R. Tolk- 
ien, C.S. Lewis and J.K. Rowling.

'Jumper 
Misses 
The Mark 

A clever premise is 
wasted on a shallow, 
empty final product 

FILM I So, let’s say you’re a young, 
good-looking guy, with strong 
cheekbones and puppy- dog eyes 
and pillowy, kissable lips. Hayden 
Christensen, for instance. 

And let’s say you have this amaz- 
ingly cool ability to jump anywhere 
in the world at any time, just by 
thinking of the place you want to 
go. You can ride the waves in Fiji, 
have a picnic atop the Sphinx or pop 
into London to pick up a random 
blonde for a one -night stand, then 
teleport yourself back to your sleek, 
spacious Manhattan apartment. 

You don’t have to worry about 
working because your income comes 
from robbing banks. But you can’t 
tell anyone about this talent so 
you have to experience all these 
adventures by yourself. You have 
no friends, so you couldn’t confide 
in anyone anyway. 

Wouldn’t you feel lonely? Guilty? 
Conflicted? Something ... ? 


Not in “Jumper,” which is all 
concept and zero substance. 

Director Doug Liman, who 
has made a huge leap of his own 
from small ’90s gems like “Swing- 
ers” and “Go” to blockbusters like 
“The Bourne Identity” and “Mr. & 
Mrs. Smith,” initially offers up what 
feels like a globe-trotting thriller for 
the ADD generation. (The script, 
from David S. Goyer, Jim Uhls and 
Simon Kinberg, is based on a pair 
of young- adult, sci-fi novels from 
Steven Gould.) 

Shot on location in cities includ- 
ing Rome and Tokyo, it’s all fun 
and sexy until you start wonder- 
ing: Who is this David Rice guy, 
and how can he do this? He has a 
complicated superhero skill — even 
comes from the obligatory unhappy 
childhood — but he’s too shallow 
and purposeless to be considered 
a true hero. 

And so it’s hard to care about 
David, and harder still to feel 
engaged once he’s hunted by an 
underground group of “paladins” 
trying to rid the world of “jumpers,” 
led by Samuel L. Jackson’s Roland. 
(Jackson mails it in with some stan- 
dard threats and that impatient, 
menacing look in his eyes we’ve 
come to expect.) Why they’re so 
worked up over the jumpers’ tele- 
porting abilities is unclear — some- 
thing about how only God should 
be everywhere all the time. Sounds 
like sour grapes, is all.

ed dusty historical engravings and 
photographs, and except for a minor 
touchup in the 1950s, not much had 
changed since the 1930s.

The Arc de Triomphe’s 
museum unveils a 
new, high-tech exhibit 

When Napoleon took in the sights 
of Paris, he wasn’t quite satisfied. 
“Paris doesn’t have enough mon- 
uments — we have to give her 
some,” the emperor declared. The 
Arc de Triomphe loomed large in 
his plans. 

Paris has accumulated a few 
more world-renowned monu- 
ments in the two centuries since, 
including the Eiffel Tower. Mean- 
while, the messages of the colossal 
arch — nationalism and militarism 
— have fallen out of fashion, and the 
museum inside languished. 

That’s changed. French cul- 
ture officials inaugurated a new 
multimedia history exhibit there 
on Monday. 

“The way we [had] been show- 
ing the Arc to visitors was not wor- 
thy of an important landmark,” said 
Jean-Paul Ciret, director of cul- 
tural development for France’s 
national monuments. “There was 
no light inside, and the ceiling 
was dirty.” 

The museum’s collection includ- 


there’s a tunnel to the monument 
under the frenzied circle of traffic 
that surrounds it. 

“It’s intimidating, like an island 
circled by sharks,” he joked. 

One draw for Parisians and for- 
eigners is an “augmented reality” 
telescope on the arch’s terrace that 
lets viewers zoom in on a landmark 
and learn its name, the date it was 
built and other information. 

Eventually, the telescope could 
be used to give viewers an idea of 
how the skyline looked in the past, 
or how it will look after future proj -

ects are built. The telescope won’t 
be finished until March. 

Inside the monument, an inter- 


active exhibit on huge screens lets 
visitors look at other famous arches 
throughout Europe and the world. 
Other screens guide visitors through 
the Arc’s tumultuous history. 

After Napoleon’s 1805 victory 
over Russian and Austrian forces 
at Austerlitz, he told his troops, “I 
will bring you back to France. You 
will pass through arches of triumph 
on your way to your homes ! ” Con- 
struction on the Arc de Triomphe 
began the following year. 

But Napoleon fell from power, and 
the monument was not completed 


until 1836, years after his death. 

The arch served as a major back- 
drop in 20th-century wars, but over 
time, the Arc has become more of 
a tribute to fallen soldiers. 

France’s unknown soldier was 
buried beneath it in 1920, and a 
flame has been lit every day there 
since 1923, Ciret said. 

“Between Napoleon’s initial idea 
and now, with the ceremonies in 
memory of war dead with flags low- 
ered, there’s been an important evo- 
lution in what the Arc means,” Ciret

A new Web site helps 
consumers compare 
medical care, service 

You can buy almost anything online 
these days, but try shopping the 
Internet for an MRI, strep throat 
test or even an annual physical 
exam and you’ll run into road- 
blocks. 

A new Twin Cities, Minn., 
company called Carol is trying to 
change that with a Web site that 
gives consumers a “care market- 
place” to search for medical ser- 
vices, compare quality and price 
and make appointments. 

Carol joins an effort to transform 
the U.S. health care system by put- 
ting consumers in charge and let- 
ting the market do its work. 

“We want to let consumers 
define value,” said Tony Miller, 
Carol’s founder and chief execu- 
tive officer. “We don’t have care 
competition in the marketplace 


today.” 

The free site, which went live in 
January, generates revenue from 
health care providers who become 
“tenants” on the site. When a con- 
sumer sets up an appointment with 


a clinic or doctor on Carol.com, the 
provider pays the site a fee. 

While limited to about 30 pro- 
viders in the Twin Cities area at 
its launch, the company is adding 
others and plans to serve a second

U.S. market sometime this year. 
Miller said. 

Health care experts said Carol 
will face challenges in getting 
enough doctors and health plans 
to participate. But they said it goes 
farther than previous efforts to use 
the Web to enhance medical choice, 
and they praised its ease of use. 

Instead of going through a list of 
doctors or clinics, users tell the site 
what they’re looking for by clicking 
on parts of the body. 

For instance, if a consum- 
er clicked on “entire body,” then 
“annual exam” and chose a routine 
physical for women age 40-64, the 
results page would show six options 



ranging from $207 to $335. 

After selecting a number of 
options, consumers can click 
“compare” and see exactly what 
each exam would entail. 

They can also read a description 
of the doctor or clinic’s philosophy 
and link to ratings by MN Commu- 
nity Measurement, a nonprofit that 
measures health care performance 
in Minnesota. 

Consumers who have insur- 
ance can type in plan information 
to have Carol.com estimate their 
out-of-pocket cost. 

Miller said Carol is sensitive 
to consumer privacy, allowing 
people to search the site without 
registering, and it won’t market to 
individual consumers, even if they 
do register. 

“The fact that they have a basic 
set of providers and prices and care 
packages is very impressive,” said 
Greg Scandlen, president of the 
advocacy group Consumers for 
Health Care Choices, which lob- 
bies against government regula- 
tion of the health care market. 

But Dr. Sidney Wolfe, director 
of Public Citizen’s Health Research 
Group, said the site is nothing more 
than advertising, and he hoped it 
wouldn’t catch on. 

“Among physicians, there’s a 
belief that health care is too criti- 
cal .. . to be left to the usual market- 
place,” he said.

Popularity of indoor 
plants increases as 
care demands decline 

If you love indoor plants, but can’t 
seem to find the time to care for 
them, you’re not alone. And the 
tropical-plant nurseries that breed 
houseplants know it. 

“There aren’t many stay-at-home 
moms who have time to dust off 
their plants anymore,” said Lori 
Vanderlaske, tropical-plant buyer 
for Hicks Nurseries in Old West- 
bury, N.Y. “People are busy, and I’ve 
been noticing a lot of easy mainte- 
nance, lowlight, sturdy plants com- 
ing on the scene.” 

As a result, houseplants are 
growing in popularity. “In the ’70s,

everyone was buying up houseplants. 
Hanging planters was very popu- 
lar back then. And then the trend 
died,” says Donna Moramarco, edu- 
cation coordinator at Martin Viette 
Nurseries in East Norwich, N.Y. “But 
now houseplants are making a really 
strong comeback.” 

The most popular trends focus 
on color, texture and style. And the 
most unusual plants are getting the 
most attention. What’s more, many 
of them don’t require a lot of care. 

Anthurium “Pacora” is a new 
introduction that sports big red 
blooms with white spadices. It 
doesn’t need sunlight, and it blooms 
fairly easily with a little fertilizer. 

Then there’s the so-called “ZZ” 
plant, Zamioculcas zamiifolia, 
which April Schnitzer, greenhouse 
manager at Martin Viette, describes 
as “architectural” in form. The low-

light plant commands attention with 
its glossy foliage and upright habit. 
The best part? “It doesn’t need a lot 
of water. In fact, the drier you let it 
go, the better. You can’t kill it.” 

Expect to see a new variety of 
Dracaena (corn plant) called “Santa 
Rosa,” which has a broad green leaf 
with a wide cream margin. If you 
think you’ve seen it before, you might 
have. “‘Santa Rosa’ is one of those 
plants that’s old but new again,” says 
Schnitzer, explaining that it has just 
been reintroduced after a few years 
of unavailability. “Pele” and “Harry” 
are other new Dracaena varieties 
recently introduced. 

Schnitzer says her favorite this 
year is a pink Aglaonema (Chinese 
evergreen) cultivar called “Blush.” 
Aglaonemas have long been valued 
for their durability, but “Blush” is a 
real showstopper. 

“It gives people the option to 
get a little bit of home decor from 
their plants, besides just greenery,” 
Schnitzer says, while Moramarco 
calls it “a designer’s dream.” 

And that snake plant? It’s still 
around. Notable varieties of the vir- 
tually indestructible Sansevierias 
include “Moonshine,” which boasts 
unusual dark green- streaked silver 
leaves, and cylindrica, a flat struc- 
tured plant with atypical round, 
cylindrical leaves. 

Another trend in houseplants this 
year isn’t a color or a texture. It’s a 
purpose. According to the results of 
a research study conducted by NASA 
scientist B.C. Wolverton nearly 25 
years ago, plants are the most effi- 
cient and cost-effective method of 
“indoor air pollution abatement.” In 
other words, growing houseplants 
in your home will result in cleaner 
air in your house. And the idea has 
finally caught on. 

Certain plants reduce indoor air 
pollutants by as much as 87 percent 
in 24 hours, according to the study. 
Add the benefits of increased air 
humidity and the relaxing effect 
that caring for houseplants can 
offer, and incorporating them into 
your indoor environment is a no-

GIG: Ukulele explorer 

“LITTLE GRASS SHACK,” “Beyond the 
Reef,” “Twelfth Street Rag”— there 
are some tunes that just about 
everybody who picks up the uke 
aspires to play. But Shimabukuro 
is stretching the instrument past 
all previously agreed-on lim- 
its. With a fistful of albums to 
his credit (and now his first film 
score, “Hula Girls”), the 31-year- 
old Hawaiian finds music of great 
beauty and daring hidden among 
those four small strings. 

You’ve got the chops to play any- 
thing you want. What’s special 
about ukulele? 

It’s such a welcoming instrument, 
and that’s what I love most about it. 
If you see a violin player, after the 
show you don’t think about going up 
to the violin player and saying, “Hey, 
can I see your violin?” You would 


never do that. But with a 
ukulele, it’s so friendly. 

More technically speaking, 
is there also something about 
ukulele tuning: GCEA with the 
G up an octave? 

What I’ve always loved about hav- 
ing the high G is that when the first 
string and the fourth string are only 
a whole step apart, you can really 
get into some unique-sounding 
voicings. 

You’ve mentioned wanting to avoid 
the classical-guitar sound. 

Since I already have those two high 
strings — one on the bottom and 
one on the top — without hav- 
ing to overstretch my fingers 
or really kill my hand, 

I can get these really 
close voicings, almost 
like piano voicings, ^ 
that if you were to 
play on the guitar.

Frida Kahlo’s love 
life is stranger than 
fiction in ‘La Pasion’ 

MUSIC I At Teatro de la Luna, the 
tormented life of Mexican surreal- 
ist painter Frida Kahlo is on display 
in an interpretation as beautifully 
surreal as Kahlo’s paintings. 

“La Pasion” opens with Frida, 
dying, played by Anabel Mar- 
cano. (She’s a convincing Frida 
both emotionally and physical- 
ly; Lorenzo Gonzalez’s hair and 
makeup deserves a nod.) We’re 
soon drawn into Frida’s memories 
of her husband, muralist Diego 
Rivera, and actress Maria Felix, 
who quickly becomes the center 
of a love triangle with both artists 
competing for her — and each oth- 
er’s — attention. 


All the important elements of 
Kahlo’s life — the bus accident that 
crippled her, her miscarriages, her 
affair with Leon Trotsky and her 


interest in communism — are cov- 
ered in this production, which floats 
through time in a way that’s confus- 
ing only for people who have read 


Kahlo’s bio beforehand. The emo- 
tional plotline is consistent if not 
chronological, spinning a thread 
of desperate love and equally des- 
perate anger. 

Rivera, played by Peter Pererya, 
and Felix, portrayed by the often 
scene -stealing Cynthia Urrunaga, 
come and go while Frida, trapped 
by her broken body, stays put. It’s 
rare that Frida leaves the stage; if 
she does, it’s only so she can return 
to catch Rivera and Felix in a trans- 
gression. 

For a woman whose paintings 
were so central to her life, Frida’s art 
gets little stage time. Two of Rive- 
ra’s unfinished murals set the scene, 
but Frida’s work makes few appear- 
ances. Those looking for insight into 
the painter’s work may leave disap- 
pointed, but “La Pasion” provides 
an intensely emotional glimpse into 
the great painter’s personal life.

FESTIVAL I Nippon, “the floating 
island,” has undergone innumer- 
able changes over the course of 
the last 150 years. Overtures with 
the West and tremendous strides, 
both artistic and technological, 
are represented in “Japan! Culture 
+ Hyperculture” at the Kennedy 
Center through Sunday in a series 
of theater, dance, music, fashion 
and film works. 

“[The festival] presents Japa- 
nese artisans and culture, from 
the quirky to the traditional,” said 
Alicia Adams, curator of this festival 
showcasing more than 450 artists’ 
work, from bamboo art to postmod- 
ern origami to ballet, anime, photog- 
raphy, installation, butoh dance and 
performance art. The Millennium 
Stage offers free performances 
related to the festival every day 
through Sunday.

billing status came as the result of 
a struggle with their record com- 
pany, Hollywood Records.

Singer Ledisi finally 
hits a high note after 
years of struggling 

MUSIC I “Can’t” doesn’t seem to be 
a word in the vocabulary of Ledisi 
Anibade Young, who goes by the 
moniker Ledisi. 

When the Oakland, Calif.-based 
soul singer couldn’t get signed to a 
major label, she released her first 
CD, “Soulsinger,” independently. It 
took another indie release to attract 
the attention of Verve Records and 
another two years to craft her lat- 
est CD, “Lost & Found.” 

But persistence paid off: Ledisi 
not only wound up with a hit CD, 
but also scored unexpected Grammy 
Award nominations for Best New 
Artist and Best R&B Album last 
weekend. 

“There were times that, hon- 
estly, I did not want to stay [in the 
industry], because it was hard,” she 
admits. “I wasn’t pretty enough or 
light enough or I didn’t have long, 
straight hair. But [you have to] 
believe in what you are and believe 
that no matter what happens, you’re 


as good as the next person.” 

Ledisi — whose good-natured 
laughter is just as infectious as 
her music — isn’t bothered that 
her Best New Artist nod came 
seven years after her first CD. She 
notes that producer Jimmy Jam 
said her nomination was all about

“emergence,”and besides that, it 
sure was exciting to get that big 
phone call. 

“I was asleep, and the phone 
kept ringing,” she says. “I woke up 
and checked the messages and I’d 
gotten calls from L.A. saying ‘Led, 
you’ve been nominated! ’ And I was 
like, ‘No way! ’ and I dropped the 
phone and ran around the house. I 
told everybody. And we just jumped 
around.”

In Sickness, 
In Health 


Painter Paula Rego 
tackles morality and 
myth at the NMWA 

M U S E u M S I Portuguese -born, Lon- 
don-based Paula Rego is a bona fide 
U.K. art star far too little known 
on our shores. Which makes all the 
more welcome the full- career ret- 
rospective whose only U.S. stop is 
the National Museum of Women 
in the Arts. 

Shrugging off suggestions that 
her particular brand of off-kilter 
realism could be traced to Bal- 
thus, Goya or Picasso, Rego insists, 
“Everything comes from Disney — 
and Tiepolo as well, Giandomenico 
Tiepolo, the son.” 

She points out the blue-bod- 
iced dress worn by the subject of 
“Snow White Swallows the Poisoned 


Apple.” Sure enough, straight from 
the Disney Store. 

The tales Rego weaves, howev- 
er, are not straightforward fables 
of evil vanquished and innocence 
preserved. In her suite of etchings 
“Nursery Rhymes,” Rego looks to 
the dark origins of playground verse 
explored by folklorists Iona and 
Peter Opie. The spider that men- 
aces Little Miss Muffett is fully 
her equal in size — and human- 
headed to boot. 

In her paintings, Rego at times 
turns people into animals, imply- 
ing that bestial instinct motivates 
some of our worst crimes. “War” is 
somehow more affecting for her vic- 
tims’ being capped with masklike 
rabbit heads. 

In many cases, it is adversity that 
makes the artist, and so it was with 
both Rego and her husband, Vic-

tor Willing (1928-1988). In the last 
decade of his life. Willing’s star rose 
as he grappled with terminal mul- 
tiple sclerosis. His dying seeped into 
Rego’s work as well. It’s impossible 
not to read the burdens of caregiv- 
ing into “The Family,” in which a 
woman and her daughters prepare 
a helpless man for bed. 

With their open invitations to 
narrative, Rego’s scenes could be 
considered pictorial romans a clef, 
but the locks are never so simple 
to pick. The stories keep pushing 
toward a discomfiting combination 
of fairy-tale grotesque and arche- 
typal myth. 

Rego is secure enough that she 
doesn’t mind the inevitable tan- 
gling of her autobiography with 
viewers’ interpretations of her 
pictures. “They are stories of real 
people,” she acknowledges, adding 
with obstinacy and pride, “I’m not 
going to confess to anything.” 

What’s oddest about her work 
could be that Rego is complete- 
ly unashamed of being human.

In a Familiar Groove

Sure, it’s accesible, 
but Jimmy Sommers’ 
jazz isn’t smooth 

JAZZ I Saxophonist Jimmy Som- 
mers’ music resides in a nebulous 
area between ’70s-inspired R&B, 
soulful electronica and groove-laden 
jazz. But whatever you call it, please 
don’t label it “smooth jazz.” 

“Smooth jazz is boring. It’s work- 
ing with other people that make my 
records exciting,” Sommers says, 
referring to his albums, such as 
“Summit Collective” and “Lovelife” 
and “360 Urban Groove,” on which 
he’s featured the heavyweight tal- 
ents of DJ Spinna, Rahsaan Pat- 
terson and Macy Gray, among 
others. 

“That’s pretty much what I’m 
about, and that’s what my shows 
are about. If you don’t like one 
thing, you’re going to like some- 
thing else.” 


Sunday night at the Birchmere, 
Sommers will bring his studio 
recording concept to the stage. 
Billed as the Jazz Soul Collective, 
the revue -like concert will feature 
underground R&B renegades Vit- 
ker Dupliax, Gordon Chambers and 


Lynn Fiddmont, critically acclaimed 
singers whose artistry often are 
elevated above their mainstream 
counterpoints. What makes for a 
twist is that Sommers is the type 
of jazz stalwarts such as Wynton 
Marsalis or Brad Mehldau might 


frown upon. 

Sommers is hardly sweating it, 
though, because he realizes that his 
music is steeped more in the tradi- 
tion of David Sanborn and Hank 
Crawford than, say, John Coltrane

The Oscars’ 
Short Takes 


Nominated short films 
receive two welcome 
big-screen showings 

FILM I Toward the end of Chris 
Lavis and Maciek Szczerbowski’s 
film “Madame Tutli-Putli a tall, 
gaunt woman runs frantically down 
the corridors of a empty train, slam- 
ming into walls and finally falling 


face -first into the dining car. The 
scene is unsettling, and not just due 
to the shaky camerawork that mim- 
ics her panic. Madame Tutli-Putli is 
a stop-motion puppet, created with 
exaggerated features but all-too- 
human eyes that move fluidly. 

“Madame Tutli-Putli” was nomi- 
nated for an Oscar in the animated 
short film category, which does not 
mean that it — or any of the other

live -action or animated nominees, 
for that matter — will be seen by 
many of the people watching the 
awards ceremony on Feb. 24. To that 
end, the Academy is screening the 
nominees (as well as the short and 
feature-length documentaries) at 
a handful of theaters across the 
country. 

In the live-action category, “The 
Tonto Woman,” a Canadian-made 
Western based on an Elmore Leon- 
ard short story, and “At Night,” set 
during the holidays in a Danish 
cancer ward, are somber, poeti- 
cally shot standouts. The remain- 
ing entries emphasize comedy and 
charm, especially “Tanghi Argen- 
tini,” a Belgian entry about learn- 
ing the tango, and “Les Mozart des 
Pickpockets,” which follows three 
petty thieves in Paris. 

In the animated category, “Meme 
les Pigeons Vont au Paradis” (“Even 
Pigeons Go to Heaven”) is a CGI 
romp that plays like Pixar gone 
very dark. In the painterly “Moya 


Lyubov (My Love),” a boy’s first 
love is retold in watercolors that 
move fluidly and imaginatively. 
“I Met the Walrus” tells a very dif- 
ferent love story: Josh Raskin ani- 
mates producer Jerry Levitan’s 
old interview with John Lennon, 
affectionately rendering the former 
Beatle’s abstract thoughts in black 
and pink ink. 

“Peter and the Wolf,” directed 
by British animator Suzy Temple- 
ton, adapts the Prokofiev ballet 
score using an intricate combina- 
tion of puppetry and stop -motion 
animation. Like all of these entries, 
it demands a big screen and more 
than the 30 -second clip shown 
during the televised ceremonies.

A Continent Divided 


A film screening and 
discussion offer hope 
for a fractured Africa 

R 0 0 T S I The documentary film “Afri- 
ca Unite” isn’t yet another recycled 
Bob Marley artifact trotted out to 
celebrate an anniversary and cash 
more checks. While the movie covers 
the giant concert the Marley fam- 
ily held in the Ethiopian capital of 
Addis Ababa in 2005 to celebrate 
what would have been Papa Bob’s 
both birthday, the primary point of 
the film is much larger, according 
to eldest son Ziggy. 


“I know [my father] would have 
said. It’s not about my both birth- 
day; it’s about the unity of Africa.’ 
This is the more important mes- 
sage.’” 

“Africa Unite,” which makes its 
D.C. debut on Saturday, documents 
the coming together of people from 
around the world to share ideas, cul- 
tures and good vibes against the 
backdrop of a family- and-friends 
concert that brings the entire Marley 
clan together. But the most power- 
ful aspects come from the historical

footage that displays the dehuman- 
izing colonialization of Africa and 
Jamaica. Director Stephanie Black 
(“Life and Debt”) shows how those 
ideas continue to affect the stability 
and underlying mentalities of many 
nations, helping push the countries 
of Africa apart rather than bring- 
ing them together into something 
resembling the European Union. 

While the look at African his- 
tory alone makes “Africa Unite” 
compelling, not to mention the 
good music, the tug-on-the-heart- 
strings story of 70 -something Ras 
“Bongo” Tawney, making his first 
visit to the motherland from his 



home in rural Jamaica, personal- 
izes the documentary. 

“We had to make sure that this 
wasn’t about the Marleys,” Ziggy 
said. “It had to ... have more mean- 
ing. So that’s one of the reasons 
why that [Bongo Tawney] angle is 
taken. We’re kids; this man is com- 
ing from the roots of [Rastafari]. 
This man is the real, real deal from 
the roots. We have to show that to 
delve deeper into this journey. ... 
It’s about the deeper journey of the 
roots of Rastafari, the connection 
to Ethiopia, the unity of Africa.”

Andy reaches a low point when he’s 
cast as a fey genie in a theater pro-
